is tho permanent garrison of Canton. ; Re: 
cbntly, an improvement in tho relations 
hetween the Tartars and the Cantoneso has 
taken lace. ‘Tho unfortunate incident 
which happened at the beginning of June 
‘hag roused the old fecling of enmity be- 
tween the tio races. 

: THE CIRCUMSTANCES. : 

A Bannermzn who was in need of manoy 
presented himself at a large pawn-shop in 
the west end-of Cunton some three, weeks 
ago. Tho sum named by the man in.chargo 
of the barrier of the pawn-shop was too low 
for the bannorman, who demanded a much 
larger sum for the article. This the shop- 
man refuscd—whereupon tho bannomman 
applied to another pawn shop, where his 
threats wero He 
turned to the original pawn-shop and 
showing by the ticket that he had got tho 
sum-he domanded in the. first instance, 
began to-abuse the workman, ‘wha, being 
safe behind tho bars, treated the banner- 
man with contempt. The bannerman, 
seoing his words failed to rouse, drow a 
revolver and fired at the man. ‘Happily the 
‘shot missed. Tho men in the-pawn-shop 
immedinetely raised an alarm by beating o 
gong. Tho watchman in charge of the out- 
side gate of the pawn-shop, closed in before 

the banne.man could effect his escape and 
the noise summoned the guards from the 
stropt who arrested the bahnerman. 
When all arrangements were made to hand 
fover the prisoter to tho Nom Hoi 
Magistrate, a patty of soldiers arrived 
from the Tartar General with, orders to 
convey tha man to tho yamén of that 
ofticial, for the Chinese magistrates have no 
jurisdiction over Tartars. Although. these 
soldiers spoke -of=punishment,—the- people 
did not believe them, for they regarded 
this actipn as simply delivering tho banner- 
mau from the hands of justice.

_ LEKIN PROCLAMATIONS. 

Tho Ohinesa official “having realised the 
effect of the opeli ports on the West River 
upon the income derived from Lekin they 


|are busy devising methods by which tho 


meshea of the net_¢an be made ‘small 
otiough fa prevent any portion of the 
forsign trade cecaping taxation. Already 
the kerosone native dues have been farmed 
toa Chinese syndicate (composed mainly 
of prominefit, Hongkong compradores in 
the ‘service of well-known British . and 
foreign firms), and a form of lo-i-shui is 
raised nt the rato of 80 cents por caso of 
kerosene imported into Wuchow or any. of 
the other West River ports. ‘Other ‘ farms’ 
aro proposed for such etaples as pieca goods, 
cotton. yarn, matches, c&c,, and it will not 
be tho fault of the lebin. officials, aided by 
Hongkong and Canton capitalists, if the 
fordign trade on tho West .Rivér, from 
which sc much benefit was hoped, is 
‘scotched’ and crippled if.not killed’ alto- 
gethor. On tho ls} day.of tho Stlt moon 
(30th May), the following proclamation was 
issued from the Wuchow [ekin office :-— 
1.—Both foreign goods not covered by 
inward transit pass and native gools, if, 
imported hy foreign vessels, are, after be- 
ing transhipped inte cargo boats and taken 
to the Foreign Customs to pay duty, to 
od dircet to the Lekin station for re. 
ition and the regular examinacion and 
levy of Lehin, 
ed unless provided with a curtificute that 
in hus .been paid, otherwise the im- 
porters will be punished. 
2.—Native yoods., not duder ‘outward 
cransit pass, if exported by foreign veasels, 
are, before being shipped on board the 
foreign vessel, to be taken in cargo boats 
to the Iekin station for registration and the 
regular examination and lovy of lekin, 
Such goods cannot be shipped, unlesa pro- 
vided with a certificate that lekin has been 
paid, otherwise the’. czperters will be 
punished. 
3.—In order to prevent smuggling and 
evasion of payment, one-of the guard-boats 
will be sent daily in rotation to keep watch 
above and below-the Foreign Customs so 
as to be at hand to examine the goods on 
cargo boats and seo whether or not they 
have certificates that they have paid Iekin. 
~4—All goods on which lekin is payable 
and which have evaded payment, will, of 
discovery, be confiscated and prosecution

THE TOCHI VALLEY DISASTER. 
‘PURTIIER PARTICULARS. 

Allahabad,’ Juno. 12.—Mr Gao. repéyta 
that. tho cowardly and treacherous attack 
was made at2-p.m., whon the troops were 
seated at tiffin, Apparently the. little 
force was suddenly rushed by a Jane body 
of tribesmen; A desperate fight followed. 
The escort had to beata retreat, and were 
followed for four milea along tha road to, 
Datta Khel’ Captain H.-A ‘Cooper, “ist 
Sikhs, wos in command of that-post. Tha 
first news ho received waa at 5 o'clock when 
a Sowar arrived and stated that the troops 
had heen attacked and the British Officers 
killed of wounded, and that ammunition 
was running short. Captain: Cooper or- 
dered out two Companies of Infantry with 
a fresh supply. of ammunition. He sent 
with them the only two British Off- 
cers who with himself had been left at 
Datta Khel. Those reinforcements enabled 
the retirement to completed, the 
tribesmen desisting from ; 
venturing naar the poat. 6 tribeamon 
concerned in the affair are stated to belong 
ontirely to tho Mada Khel sub-section of 
the Datwesh Khel Waziris.
